DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Katie Couric, Matt Lauer and Anderson Cooper 
were seen chatting and riding together from 
Wainscott to Bridgehampton last Wednesday 
afternoon on the B Train.

NEW SUBWAY LINE? 

Workers. on the Hamptons Subway have 
stumbled on a long unused tunnel, which goes 
off from the main line into the darkness to 
what may be an unknown subway stop. The 
discovery was made last Wednesday at 3 a.m. 
by maintenance men, out cleaning at that hour 
with the system shut for the night.

added that the police have few leads, and are 
unsure of how to proceed.

St. Brendan the Navigator in favor of the ‘fake 
snake-killer’ Patrick.” The Sons of Brendan’s 
website, which has been removed in recent 
days, included a manifesto. It read, in part: “All 
of these fools dressed in green to celebrate 
the miracles of Patrick, while conveniently 
overlooking the fact that Ireland never even 
had snakes! Meanwhile, Brendan the Navigator, 
who undertook an arduous sea voyage to find 
the Garden of Eden, who visited an island 
of sheep, an island of birds, and an island of 
grapes, who passed an island of blacksmiths 
who threw molten slag at him, and who was 
almost dragged down to Hell by demons— 
nobody celebrates St. Brendan. It’s a disgrace, 
and the Sons of Brendan hereby demand equal 
time for Brendan!” Meanwhile, local St. Patrick’s 
Day events have been proceeding as normal 
and no sign of the Sons of Brendan has been 
detected. However, St. Brendan’s Day falls on 
May 16, and authorities remain vigilant. ga

At Auction 


Statues in Bridgehampton, Nearly Priceless, Came from Place de Concorde

Yhis weekend, March 27-28, the contents of 
BZ the Urban Archaeology store, the store that 
sells giant antique sculptures, statuary, interior 
home fixtures and marble accessories, will be 
closing in Bridgehampton. The auction will also 
include objects from the vast warehouse in 
Jersey City where many heavy antique objects 
currently reside. 

“We’d buy a one-ton granite wall panel from 
the office of an ad agency, stack it against the 
wall in the warehouse, and then, a month later, 
stack some big ironwork fence in front of it,” 
says Gil Shapiro, Urban Archeology’s owner. 
“So we haven’t known until now what’s there.” 

Arlan Ettinger of Guernsey’s Auctions 
is a longtime Hamptonite with a home in 
Remsenberg. Gil Shapiro and his wife, Judith 

- Stockman, have a house in Sagaponack. And 
the property where Urban Archeology lives is 
rented from Lou Meisel, also of Sagaponack. 
Among the objects auctioned off of interest to 
East Enders will be a fabulous ironwork grand 
staircase railing that used to grace the Morton 
Saban mansion in Southampton, torn down 10 
years ago to make way for the Sebonack Golf 
Course there. The railing, created in 1916 by 
ironworker Samuel Yellin, depicts almost every 


creature that lives amongst us on the eastern 
end of Long Island. There’s a robin feeding her 
chicks, there are turkeys, rabbits, deer and 
other creatures. 

Of most interest, to me anyway, are two one- 
ton statues of mermen—full-sized naked men 
with fishtails—that for practically the whole 
20 years this store has been in existence have 
sat, chained to concrete bases in the ground, 
out front of Urban Archeology, a store directly 
adjacent to the offices of Dan’s Papers in 
Bridgehampton at that time. Early on I came to 
learn the incredible story of how they got there. 
Many antiques have stories. These statues have 
the best story ever. 

The statues had stood during the first half 
of the 20th century by a granite outdoor 
swimming pool on the property of a man who 


lived in New Jersey. When the man died around 


1980, the man’s heirs put the property up for 
sale. But what to do with these outlandish, 
huge, iron statues? They contacted Christie’s 
and Sotheby’s who said they weren’t worth 
that much and weren’t interested. Then they 
contacted Urban Archeology, which one of the 
big houses said might be interested. Gil Shapiro, 
who had an Urban Archeology store in New 
York City at that time, offered $25,000 for the 
lot. From that, a long negotiation ensued, which 


resulted in these five pieces—three statues and 
two urns—being sold for $51,000. 

Shapiro had them trucked to New York 
City and put on display there at his store on 
Franklin Street. 

Around 1988, a California auction house 
called the store, said they had seen the statues 
out front there and would be interested in 
promoting them in Architectural Digest. Shapiro 
said that would be fine, but then was surprised 
to find, when the magazine came out in advance 
of the auction, that they were being listed 
at $250,000. Shapiro asked that auctioneer 
about this. He had hoped to get $80,000. The 


_auctioneer assured him that, for whatever they © 


sold, the auctioneer would just get his standard 
commission. 

“I priced them so high,” Shapiro says the 
auctioneer said, “for good luck at the auction.” 

The statues never sold at this auction, but 
unfortunately the former owner of the statues 
saw Architectural Digest. It was still before 
auction day. They said they had been fooled 
into selling the statues to Urban Archaeology 
for $50,000. They filed a lawsuit. The matter 
went to court and the statues were removed 
from the auction. 

Two years later, according to Shapiro, after 
he had spent hundreds of (Cont'd on next page)

thousands of dollars in legal fees, the courts 
threw out the lawsuit of the New Jersey heirs, 
ruling that Shapiro had only had them offered 
up at the higher price because of auctioneer 
enthusiasm, and that if Christie’s and Sotheby’s 
had not seen any greater value in these statues, 
how could the owner of an antique store have 
known better? 

Then one day, in 1989, Shapiro, on vacation in 
Sagaponack, came upon a new book published 
by Rizzoli, which featured old photographs of 
historic sites in Paris. One picture, a black-and- 
white photo taken in 1925, showed the Place 
de la Concorde and a grand circular wading 
pool several hundred feet across, out of which 
were emerging mermaids and mermen spouting 
water. The clipping said this monument had 
been built in the 1830s, to try to wipe away the 
trauma caused by the guillotining of King Louis 
and Marie Antoinette in that circle 10 years 
earlier. 

But Shapiro couldn’t take his eyes off the 
statues. The statues in the picture were the 
ones he now had on Franklin Street in New 
York City. 

Shapiro wrote the Louvre about this, and they 
replied that in the late 1920s, a few years after 
this photo was taken, the French government 
had decided to ask present-day sculptors to 
make new bronze statues for the pond, and 
the old ones, which were the ones in the 
photo, would be removed. These new ones, 
the ones there now, were in a similar style, 
but there with the mermen posed differently. 
The artists in 1929 had been told they could 


be creative if they wanted to be. Could they 
send someone to Franklin Street to have a 
look at them? 

Seven people came, flying to New York on the 
supersonic jet in service back then they called 
the Concorde, from Paris to JFK. They included 
an appraiser, a representative of the Louvre, 
several workmen and several photographers. 
The statues were photographed and measured, 
and a small piece from one of them was chipped 
off and taken away. 

A week later, on official Louvre stationery, 
came the answer. 

These were the original statues, all right. 
And they would like to have them back. As 
to how they got to America, they had no 
idea. There were theories. Perhaps during the 
Depression the government took these originals 
away and hid them when they’d gotten the new 
ones, then lost track of them. But who really 
knew? The Louvre would like to negotiate 
for them. 

Shapiro has a newspaper clipping that 
describes the results of these negotiations. 
The clipping is from The European, an 
English-language newspaper, and the date of 
publication was June 12, 1992. The headline is 
PARIS BUYS BACK ITS MISSING MERMAN 
AND MERMAIDS. ; 

The price would be $150,000 for each 
piece and the initial sale would be for two 
of the five pieces. But the sale never went 
through when, according to Shapiro, the French 
government would not let American planes use 
French airspace to aid Israel in a conflict with 


Hezbollah. The time was not right for such a 
sale, Shapiro said. 

By that time, the Urban Archaeology store 
on the Montauk Highway in Bridgehampton 
had been in business for eight years, and so 


- Shapiro, thinking he might have more luck with 


them out east, placed each of two mermen 
respectively on the eastern and western sides 
of the new building for all passersby to see, 
and for me—after I learned of this remarkable 
journey—to stare at them and contemplate 
them from my office window next door for the 
next 20 years. 

Why didn’t anyone, in all these years, steal 
these two nearly priceless statues? Who knows? 
When things weigh more than a ton and are 
bolted into the ground, well, maybe it’s just 
too risky a business? Or maybe people just 
don’t steal things much in Bridgehampton? 
It’s certainly unlikely that thieves knew of this 
grand tale, anyway. 

In writing this article for the upcoming 
auction, Shapiro gave me still another reason. 
why they’d never been stolen. Underground, 
these priceless statues were not only bolted, 
but connected up to the store’s alarm 
system. If they ever moved, alarms 
would sound. @&

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Montauk Fire Department, a Victim in a Ponzi Scheme, Gives Back

wo weeks ago, the Montauk Fire 

Department bookkeeper wrote two checks 
totaling $81,660 to a court-appointed receiver 
for the Fire Department’s part in a massive 
hundred-million dollar Ponzi scheme. The 
Fire Department did nothing wrong. They had 
unknowingly been an investor in the scheme, 
so they were a victim. But then when they got 
a bit jittery about it, they asked to get out and 
did, getting their money back with a profit, so 
they were a winner. But then a court-appointed 
receiver wanted these winnings “clawed back” 
since they were “ill gotten gains,” so they 
were a loser. 

And so now the Fire Department has done 
that, so they are a winner. The money will 
come out of the Big Bucks account where it 
was being held, an account where the money 
from the 22-year-long Big Bucks private charity 
endowment account for student scholarships 
is kept. And so there is less money for Montauk 
kids for college scholarships from that fund, so

that is a loser. Though the fire department will 
make up the shortage from their general fund, 
so no harm is done and that’s a winner. 

Isn’t this something. 

Here it is in detail. 

In 1983, the people of Montauk opened a 
bank account to receive money they intended 
to raise at a Big Bucks raffle held on the third 
Sunday in September that year. They raised 
some money. And they have continued to 
raise money every year since then, putting it 
into this special account. The interest from 
this money cannot be spent for any purpose 
other than the scholarships. By last year the 
fund was spinning off $32,000 a year, enough to 
provide 16 Montauk college students $2,000 a 
school year. 

Big Bucks is a big deal, and a good one, all 
supported by donations from private residents 
in our community. 

Around 2007, an apparently rich man named 
Brian R. Callahan (J say apparently because 
the roof subsequently fell in) approached the 
Fire Department and suggested they invest

$600,000 of the account in a fund called Global 
Advisors. The investment would provide a high 
rate of return. Callahan and a partner named 
Adam Manson had by that time working on the 
restoration of the Panoramic View Resort on 
Old Montauk Highway. They’d bought the place 
from the French family for $32 million in 2007, 
and were spending a lot of money there. The 
main office was in Old Westbury, a well-to-do 
North Shore community. And they had lots of 
other properties they had been buying up. 

Seven percent interest was really good spin- 
off money for the college fund. This was on 
the up-and-up, right? They gave the good Mr. 
Callahan the money, and right on time, after the 
first year, he told them the money had thrown 
off $32,500, and this made everybody very 
happy. That was the entire amount that could 
be sent out to the 16 college kids. The second 
year it would do the same thing. 

Late in the second year, however, the Fire 
Department began to think this was maybe 
too good to be true. They had been told that 
the fund they were in was_ (Cont'd on next page) 
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an offshore account. And so after the second 
year, they asked to have their investment 
account shut down and their investment paid 
out to them. 

Callahan had no problem with this. He 
sent them back $465,000 according to Fire 
Department Treasurer Dick White—that’s what 
the $400,000 had turned into in just two years. 
He was glad to have been able to help. 

After receiving the money, the Montauk 
Fire Department took the whole $465,000 and 
invested it in a Suffolk County National Bank 
Annuity fund, something which spun off far 
less money, but seemed safer. And it most 
certainly was. 

The fire department didn’t know it, but 
Callahan, to pay them the $465,000, now took in

much more than that from other investors who 


were pleased to be earning such high interest. . 
In the end, Callahan took in nearly $100 million. 


from a total of 67 investors between 2005 and 
2012 and, as it happens when you run a Ponzi 
scheme, they paid off the earlier investors with 
the money from the later investors and the 
last people in took a pretty good financial bath 
when the project collapsed when the financial 
collapse hit in 2007. 

Both Manson and Callahan were arrested in 
2013, were taken to trial in 2014, and eventually 
Callahan pleaded guilty to one count of 
securities fraud and one count of wire fraud, 
which could lead to a sentence of up to 30 years 
in prison, while Manson pleaded guilty to one 
count of wire fraud and received a sentence of 
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up to five years in prison. 

At one point, this reporter went to the 
Panoramic to see all the renovations they were 
doing there, which were substantial. | met 
Manson. And he seemed okay to me. From what 
I’ve been able to gather, it was his partner who 
was doing the Ponzi scheme. He came to know 
about it, though, and did nothing to stop it. He 
might not even have known exactly what was 
going on. 

You will recall from the news that Bernie 
Madoff’s $65 billion Ponzi scheme resulted 
in the appointment of a “receiver” to find all 
the people who made money with the Ponzi 
scheme before it collapsed and cause them to 
pay the court for their ill-gotten gains. _ 

You also might recall that with his money 
along the way, Madoff had bought a fancy 


_ oceanfront house on the Old Montauk Highway 


in Montauk, something that ultimately got sold 
at auction after the Ponzi scheme collapsed. 

This $100 million Ponzi scheme is really 
small potatoes when compared to the Madoff 
scheme—the Madoff receiver has clawed back 
about $10 billion—but a few bucks here and a 
few bucks there adds up. Those final investors 
in Callahan’s scheme lost their money. But the 
Montauk Fire Department made money, and 
they were sort of expecting that a receiver would 
come knocking one day. And so, last week, he 
did, and so the Montauk Fire Department had 
its gains clawed back by the receiver, not only 
the $65,000 profit, according Dick White, but all 
the interest that profit was earning while in the 
college fund and then, amazingly, the interest 
they earned on that money from the annuity 
investment at the Suffolk County National 
Bank, White said, all of which totaled an 
additional $25,000. 

Because the interest from this “Big Bucks” 
account can only be’ spent for student 
scholarships, dig deeper at the fundraising 
party in the third week of September this year 
in particular. 

And to the Montauk Fire Department, we 
say thank you for taking good care of all this 
scholarship money for the kids, and let this be 
a lesson to you. If it looks like a duck and tastes 
like a duck and smells like a duck, it’s probably 
a duck. So we’re all glad you got out when 
you did. 

And interestingly, this is the second time 
in ten years the Montauk Fire Department 
has been in a situation involving some ill-— 
gotten gains. In 2007, Terri Gaines, who was the 
fire department’s treasurer, was convicted of 
embezzling $539,000 from the fire department’s 
general fund between 1999 and 2006. Among 
the things she purchased with the money was 
a house in Culloden. She’d paid about $220,000 
for it. It was expected in 2006 that it would 
bring in $532,000 when sold, and so when 
that happened, she’d make full restitution of 
what she stole. If she did that, she’d get 1 to 
3 years in jail.-If she didn’t do that, she’d get 
5 to 15 years. 

In the end, when the economy tanked, the 
real estate market tanked and the higher price 
evaporated. Imagine this. The price of a house 
would affect how much time a person spends in 
jail. Eventually, a larger house in Southampton 
owned by her family got sold to cover the 
amount. And she served a shorter term, and 
thus paid her debt to society. @& 
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Daniel Pelosi? 


One Word from a Judge,

P robably the most sensational murder 
ever to take place in the Hamptons was 
the bludgeoning death of wealthy Wall Street 
investment banker Ted Ammon in East Hampton 
on Saturday night, October 20, 2001. He was 52. 
He was the Chairman of Jazz at Lincoln Center, 
was on the board of the Municipal Art Society, 
had an apartment on the Upper East Side and 
a big mansion on four acres on Middle Lane in 
East Hampton. That night, he came home to his 
house alone—he was going through a terrible 
divorce—and he locked the door, turned on the 
surveillance system and went to bed. 

Around 2 a.m., as it was pieced together in 
a trial three years later, a man named Daniel 
Pelosi came into the house, went up to the 
bedroom and beat Mr. Ammon to death. His 
body was not found until Monday afternoon 
when a business associate of Mr. Ammon, Mark 
Angelson, became alarmed that Ammon. had 
not come to work at their private equity firm, 
Moore Corp., called the East Hampton house 
and got no answer, then flew out in a private 
helicopter and found Ammon’s battered dead 
body on the floor of the bedroom with blood all 
over the place. 

It took three years, but in the end, this 
blue collar construction worker from Center 
Moriches, who had become intimately involved 
with Ammon’s wife while the divorce was going 
on, and who later married and then separated

from her, was convicted of doing the deed. 
There was, as it turned out, potentially a lot of 
money in it for him. 

Daniel Pelosi, today, is 9 years into a 25-years- 
to-life sentence at Great Meadow Correctional 
Facility in Washington County, way upstate, 
and he remains very angry about his conviction. 
In an ABC News interview conducted in the 
jailhouse three years ago, he said that his 
estranged wife (Ammon’s former wife) had 
ordered it done, and it was done by accident by 
three workmen from a construction company 
headed up by his pal Chris Parrino. He, Pelosi, 
was against it at the time. Although once it 
was done—they were only supposed to beat 
Ammon up—he saw to it they got paid $50,000. 

Anyway, Pelosi will be eligible for parole in 
2031. Or maybe he will be out in a couple of 
weeks. It depends upon what a four-judge panel 
in a Brooklyn courthouse decides. 

This panel last week heard an appeal made 
before it by Pelosi’s new attorney Richard 
Mischel, who has an office in Manhattan. 
Mischel alleges that Janet Albertson, who 
was the Assistant District Attorney handling 
the Pelosi case back then, made irrelevant 
criticisms and personal reflections on Pelosi’s 
character that biased the jury’s decision in 
this matter. 

It must be hard being a prosecutor in a 
murder trial. But somebody has to do it. In an 
earlier murder trial at which Eric Williams of 
Deer Park was the accused, Ms. Albertson’s 


cross-examination of the defendant was so 
tough that in 2013 a judge ordered the murder 
conviction thrown out and the defendant 
retried. Ms. Albertson, in that case, suggested 
that Mr. Williams had murdered before. Soon 
after the Williams case was thrown out, lawyer 
Mischel filed a complaint on the same grounds 
in the Pelosi murder case. 

Mischel argued before the judges that 
Albertson painted Pelosi as a demonic sadist 
willing to do anything to get Ammon’s fortune. 

“This was nothing short of a courtroom 
mugging of the defendant,” Mischel told 
the panel. “She never should have prosecuted 
the case.” 

But Albertson had reasons for this personal 
attack. Before the trial opened, Pelosi had 
threatened to harm Albertson and her children. 

One of the panel judges, Justice William 
Mastro, seemed skeptical. “You think that’s 
what turned the tide?” he asked. Nobody had 
made any objection of her prosecution at the 
time. “You're arguing a prosecutor was running 
amok, with a defense attorney standing mute.” 

It’s a fact that Daniel Pelosi’s defense attorney 
was Gerald Shargel, one of the most prominent 
defense attorneys in the country. Money from 
the estate of the deceased was paying the bills. 

Earlier in the case, it was determined that 
while Pelosi and Mrs. Ammon were living openly 
together,: there was agreement on the divorce 
settlement. But before it could be signed— 
Mrs. Ammon would have _ (Cont’d on next page) 
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gotten approximately $25 million—Mr. Ammon 
was dead and Mrs. Ammon, as his widow, would 
now be getting it all. And she was also free to 
re-marry. And so she did. She married Daniel 
Pelosi. But now there was a new problem. Mrs. 
Ammon was diagnosed with terminal cancer. 
She died in 2003. 

Apparently some thought Daniel Pelosi was 
not terribly good at nursing his terminally ill 
wife during this time. 

“It must have been his lucky day,” Albertson 
told the court, referring to Mrs. Ammon’s 
sickness. She is terminally ill and dying, he is 
“gambling away her fortune.” 

Indeed, Mrs. Ammon tried to get Daniel Pelosi 
out of her life during her sickness. She gave him 
$2 million dollars to go away. And she ordered 


that her twins’ nanny, Kathryn Mayne, take over 
the care of the children. 

But those are peripheral matters, not relevant 
to whether Daniel Pelosi committed a murder, 
Mischel said. 

Relevant to the murder charge was the 
testimony of Chris Parrino, Pelosi’s co-worker 
and friend who drove Pelosi to the Middle 
Lane house in the middle of that night of 
October 20. Parrino testified that he remained 
outside when Pelosi went in. And then Pelosi 
returned all bloody, Parrino said, saying he had 
really beaten up Ammon good and thought he 
was dead. 

There was the matter of the peveilip nee 
system. It was Pelosi, at Mrs. Ammon’s request, 
who had installed it. You could see what was 
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going on in every room. And the system’s hard 
drive had been removed. This hard drive had 
been in a unit in a remote corner of the attic. 
And surely, only the Ammons, and the man 
who had installed it, could have known where 
to find it. 

Pelosi’s sister said that Pelosi could watch 
the surveillance tapes right from her house. 
And there was another television setup in the 


‘New York apartment. 


And Pelosi’s father testified that the day after 
the murder, his son had called to ask him how 
you could get rid of something you didn’t want 
anybody to ever find. He said he told his son 
that would be hard to do in this day and age, 
and he didn’t know. 

Several other people directly testified 
that Pelosi had bragged to them he had 
killed Ammon. And in that ABC video interview . 
in the jailhouse, you can hear Pelosi say yes, 
he took out the hard drive, but you could find 
it in the muddy bottom of a canal in Lindenhurst 
and, “I think these hard drives are sealed,” 
he said, “so you could watch it and see that 
I'm not on it.” All they’d have to do is dig 
it up. 

After that ABC interview, divers went 
down and combed the bay bottom, but they 
found nothing. 

The panel of judges could throw out 
the appeal and let the conviction stand. 
They could say it was out of line and have 


Pelosi re-tried. Or they could say it was 


so egregious that the Pelosi case should be 
thrown out and he could go home. We’ll have 


to see. Gi.

I also paint 
a little bit smaller here, because my bigger 
props, like the huge vases and barn doors are 
back in PA. I haven’t done any big paintings 
here, but eventually when I get my studio more 
set up, I will. 


What’s the Houston art scene like? 

It’s a very well-heeled town and they throw 
a lot of money into the arts. There’s a world- 
class museum, a wonderful park and botanical 
gardens, The Menil Collection is here. A lot of 
patrons of the arts live here, so there are some 
major private collections. It’s an art-minded 
community. People think of Texas as provincial 
in some ways, but people are generous, they 
give millions away, so the museums have a lot 
going on. I feel very lucky to be here. 


So your gallery is what brought ree there. 
What type of gallery is it? 

Yes, Meredith Long, is run by Meredith 
himself, who sold most of the area’s John 
Singer Sargents and had a huge collection of 
19th century American art. I’m one of the only 
contemporary realists aside from my mentor 
Jacob Collins. 

I studied with Collins in New York. He has 
a school now called Grand Central Atelier. He 
knew Meredith 20 years ago, and he talked 
him into giving his students a show. Almost 
everything in the show sold, so then we had 
another show, and then Meredith gave me a 
solo show. 


As a contemporary realist, do you have a 
special technique for painting the glass vase? 

That light background with the vase is kind of 
a tricky thing to do. I try to do this type of thing 
on an overcast day, when light is consistent in 
the studio, and doesn’t change as much as it 
does on a sunny day. gp

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Water Safety and a Desperate Plea for Summer

Afew weeks ago, lattempted 
to take advantage of the 
first sign of spring-like 
temperatures and_= go 
standup paddleboarding. | 
donned my wetsuit, threw 
my board on top of my car, 
and drove to Mecox Bay in 
Water Mill, my usual spot. 
I was greeted with a thick 
sheet of ice. The discovery 
wasn’t too surprising. At no more than six or 
seven feet deep, obviously Mecox would be 
frozen after days of frigid temperatures. 

Disappointed, but not deterred, I decided 
to head toward Shinnecock Bay. Far larger 
and deeper than Mecox, Shinnecock would 
allow me to remedy my cabin fever with a 
nice paddle. No such luck. The bay was also 
completely frozen. I tried once more, steering 
my car toward Conscience Point in North Sea. 
But it too was frozen. 

Needless to say, I shouldn’t have been as 
disappointed as I was. It should have been 
obvious that one 40° day wasn’t going to 
reverse the effects of weeks’ worth of freezing 
temperatures. But I had high hopes, and the 
potential for reward was so great that I didn’t 
initially acknowledge the possibility that my 
adventure would be in vain. 

My friend Katy would describe my tenacity to 
standup paddleboard that day as “escalation of

commitment”—the feeling that you’ve already 
invested so much time into an activity, that 
you decide to see it through no matter what 
the opportunity cost. I spent an hour and a half 
driving around the East End doing nothing but 
looking for water. But I don’t necessarily regret 
the wasted time. 

I prefer to think of my adventures in a different 
way. Once I make a decision, I’m not easily 
sidetracked, and I think that’s a positive thing. 

But now, spring is actually—allegedly—here. 
For those of us who are looking to relieve our 
cabin fever, be wary that warmer air temps 
don’t mean warmer water temps quite yet. The 
average water temperature off of Montauk right 
now is a bone-chilling 34.2°F, posing significant 
risk, to boaters, kayakers and SUP-ers not 
wearing the appropriate equipment, should a 
leisurely outing go awry. At these temperatures, 
a swimmer will feel exhaustion and the onset of 
hypothermia in under 15 minutes. 

Though the Coast Guard requires that life 
jackets be present on board small watercraft, 
water enthusiasts are advised to go a step 
further and wear them, as it significantly 
increases your chances of survival if you fall in. 
Hypothermia sets in when body temperature 
dips below 95°F, and signs and symptoms of 
hypothermia include disorientation and fatigue, 
impacting your ability to swim to safety. 

Be smart, always tell a friend where you're 
going out on the water, and soon enough, 
summer will return. I hope. 

Until then, I’ve been spending chilly days at

Maya Angelou said you can 
tell a lot about a person 
from the way they handle 
three things; a rainy day, 
lost luggage and tangled 
Christmas tree lights. To 
this list I will add sharing 
covers on a bed. 

As winter transitions into

Unbreakable Binging on Hamptons Pop Culture

Are you guilty of binge 
watching? You’re not alone. 
These days, anyone with a 
Netflix or Hulu Plus account 
is at risk of losing hours and 
hours watching entire TV 
series at a time, and Netflix 
has taken advantage of the 
phenomenon by releasing 
entire seasons of their own, 
original programming at once. 
I just spent my weekend watching all 13 episodes 
of Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt, Netflix’s new single- 
camera comedy about 29-year-old Kimmy Schmidt, 
who moves to New York for a fresh start after being 
rescued from an Indiana doomsday cult. Co-created 
by Montauk regular Tina Fey and Robert Carlock, 
the show takes the potentially dark subject matter 
and makes brilliant comedy out of Kimmy’s plight. 
With an 8th grade education and no practical skills 
or knowledge, Kimmy (played by the lovely Ellie 
Kemper) sets out to make a fulfilling life for herself in 
spite of the tragedy that befell her. It’s a really great 
message. And I was delighted to see a plethora of 
familiar Hamptons faces playing all sorts of colorful, 
wacky characters. 

The Hamptons connections start from the very 
beginning, as Matt Lauer—who seems to excel at 
playing exaggerated fictional versions of himself— 
interviews Kimmy and her three fellow captors, 
announcing a surprise makeover for Gretchen

(Lauren Adams), who is still in her 
cult clothes. Later, Kimmy is hired 
by Jacqueline Voorhees, played by 
Southampton’s Jane. Krakowski, 
to be her devilish son’s nanny.. | 
Krakowski is laugh-out-loud funny as 
Jacqueline. Krakowski’s performance 
has been overshadowed in the press 
by a subplot in which Jacqueline is 
revealed to be a Native American who 
whitened her skin and abandoned her 
heritage to be successful. While the 
criticism isn’t unfounded—Krakowski 
is white and the show’s portrayal of 
her Native American parents is highly 
(but intentionally) stereotypical—it 


shouldn’t cloud your opinion of the Southampton’s Jane Krakowski 


show, which is too warm and well 
meaning to offend.

Comfort Food: Serving Up Shepherd’s Pie 


BY GENEVIEVE HORSBURGH | 


_ One of my favorite Irish dishes 
to make this time of year is 
shepherd’s pie. I love the 
_ idea of using a lean meat like 
ground turkey to lighten up 
_ this traditionally beefy dish. 
The key to making this version 
as yummy as the original is 
keeping everything moist. The 
ground turkey has much less 
fat than ground beef, so you 
have to add moisture back in, and I accomplish 
that by adding some of my favorite veggies. I also 
like to use fresh herbs because they add such an 
explosion of flavor and give the dish that irresistible 
homemade taste. 


TURKEY SHEPHERD’S PIE 


2 tablespoons olive oil 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 medium yellow onion, diced 

1 medium red bell pepper, finely diced 
4 medium carrots, peeled and diced 

1 teaspoon each finely chopped thyme, rosemary 
salt and pepper to taste 

8 oz. diced white mushrooms 

1 lb. ground lean turkey meat 

1/2 cup chicken stock 

14 oz. bag frozen peas

Step 1: Buy ingredients! 


1 tablespoon flour 
4 cups homemade mashed potatoes 
1 cup shredded cheddar cheese 


Heat 2 tablespoons olive oil and 2 tablespoons 
butter in a large skillet over medium-high heat. Add 
the onions, bell peppers, carrots, herbs and salt and 
pepper to taste, cook for 5 minutes. Add mushrooms, 
and let mixture cook over medium heat another 5-10 
minutes or until veggies are almost tender. 

Add ground turkey to the pan and break up the 
meat with a spatula. Let cook for 8-10 minutes 
then add 1/2 cup chicken stock and frozen peas 
and let simmer for 5-8 minutes to let all the flavors 
combine and to reduce the stock. Add 1 tablespoon 
of flour to the mixture, and cook for about 
5 more minutes. 


Preheat oven to 400°. Spray your favorite 
casserole with cooking spray. Transfer mixture into 
the casserole and spread into an even layer. Take 
your mashed potatoes and smooth into a thick 
layer over the meat mixture. Sprinkle shredded 
cheddar cheese on top. Bake in a preheated 
400° over for 8-12 minutes. If you desire, pop the 
broiler on for about 3 minutes to get that golden brown 
bubble on top. 


Let stand for about 10 minutes before serving to 
guests.

2 Ibs yukon gold potatoes 
1 stick butter (1/4 cup) 
1/2 cup whole milk 

salt and pepper to taste 


Peel your potatoes, cut them in half, and then place 
them in a large saucepan and cover with water. Add 
a heaping tablespoon of salt to the water, and bring 
to a boil. Once boiling, turn down to medium and 
let cook for about 15-20 minutes, until a fork can 
easily go through the potatoes. Drain the potatoes 
and put them immediately back into the hot pot. 
Add in butter, milk, salt and pepper and mash 
with a potato masher until everything is combined 
(if you want to, you can put all ingredients into a 
stand mixer and use the whisk attachment to cream 
the potatoes).
